Submission To Reich 

“Were we tp yield to this, we 
swould insvitably submit to world 
domination at the hands of the pre- 

- gent leaders of the German Relch, Wo 
are not yielding and do not propose 
to yield.” 

President Roosevelt proposed no 
line of action or retallation to Con- 
gress. Apparently, he chose the 
vehicle of a specini message so that 
he could couch his protest in tho 
most ‘forceful Ianguage at his com- 
mand. Nor was there any disclosure 
of what steps the Government might 
be contemplating to protect Ameri- 
can merchantmen on the high seas. 

It is, In fact, doubtful wlicther any 
information would be given on this

Hitler weakens Wang Ching- 
wel’s position and strengthens Chiang 
Kai-shek, whorn he really belleves In. 


General Falkenhausen, who rules’ 
Belglum and who was-for a long time 
in close touch with Chinng Kai-shek, - 
no doubt has mude it clear to Hitler 
that the Narking regime hos no sur- 
vival valuc. It scems, then,. that on 
the one hand Japan is expected to 
accept the new orrler in Europe. but 
en the other she cannot get. from 
Germany or Italy recognition of the 
new order in Asin, There Js obvious- 
ly n lack.of sincerity here on the 
part of Hitler and Mussolini, but 1f_ 
they do not appreciate tho altruistic 
policy of Japan in Chinn how can 
the Unltcd States or Britain be ex- 
pected to do so? 


The trouble in the Far East fs that 
Japan is attempting. to model’ her 
policy on that of Germany, which scts 
up a puppet povernment in the 
various states after occupying the 
whole country with her armics. 


This dees not worl In China, since 
by far the greater part of the Chinese 
weople want Chiang Kal-shele even in 
the occupied parts, and of course a 
Jnrge portion of Chiha Is still under 
the control of the Generalissimo, 


Wang Ching-wel has about as much 
power os Quisling has. In Norway, 
and is, not satisfied. He wants 
money, soldicrs, independence ond 
position. It is precisely because 
Japan will not concede’such powers 
that the Nanking government can 
never command the respect of the, 
‘Chinese people. In fact, Wang 
Ching-wel is one of Chiang Kal- 
shek’s best asscts, . 


QUO TAI-CHI. 


The arrival of Dr Quo Tal-chi in 
Chungking fs significant at this 
moment. He leaves one war torn 
capital to dwell jn another; but it 1s 
the same battlefront, he says. He 
takes over the office of foreign uffairs 
at a ‘time when his chief contacts 
must clearly be with Britain and the 
United States. He came back, not 
through Europe, but through tho’ 
United States, because China's policy 
is aligned with that of America and 
Britaln,- . 

To suggest that because ofhls early 
friendship with Wang Ching-wel he 
must now of necessity seek to bridge 
the gulf between’ Chungking ond 
Nanking, is to misread all his 
speeches: and misinterpret all his 
recent acts, During his four years In 
London he made a host of friends 
ond established a big repufation. as p 
speuker and a diplomatist. He was 
genlal and able, quick-witted yet 
dignified, and had a_ statesman’s 
capacity for foreseeing the trends of 
the times. He loved the Embassy at 
Portland Place, where he was ably 
served by hls first Secretary, Liu Tze, 
a student of St Stephen's. College, 
Stanley, and of Merton College, 
Oxford, ; 

There could be no better choice for 
the Important: past of Forcign 
Minister. than that of Dr Quo Tai-chi, 
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
